and makes him want to do nothing but just lazy around? We 
believe that is what is generally diagnosed as spring fever. 

The warm, soothing sun pours all over you, causing such a 
comfortable and restful feeling that you simply want to sit 
down in it—and let it soak in. Takes all the ambition out of 
you—and you don’t seem to care if you ever accomplish any- 
thing or not. It’s too comfortable and too satisfying to do 
nothing at.oM--—-but just loaf. 

We come down to the daily task and look longingly and 
wistfully out of the window—looking at nothing in particular, 
but just wishing we could be out in the sun and soak up a lot 


of it. 

How we'd like to get in the family gas wagon and go places 
—but perhaps driving would be too hard work. And we don’t 
want to do anything if there’s any work connected with it. It 
would be great to go out to the golf course and play a few 
rounds. That’s a lazy man’s game—and we could take all the 
time we wanted. But we wouldn’t want to exert ourselves to 
any great degree. Perhaps we would be too lazy to count all 
our strokes—in many instances the golfers don’t count all of 
7em. Perhaps it’s not because they’re lazy—it may be they 


¢an’t count more than five. But even golf might be too much 


like work. We wouldn't mind hitting out the ‘‘little white 
pill’’—-but we'd hate to have to get up enough energy to chase 
it down the fairway; and worse vet, if it went out in the rough. 
And we're too poor to hire a caddy to do the work of carrying 
the bag full of clubs and ferret out the lost balls. 

We read that an authority on spring fever says: ‘‘That 
tired feeling—barring actual illness—-ecan be routed by the di- 
rect challenge of a daily walk, a more sensible approach to the 
food-intake problem, by the realization that the average adult 
requires approximately eight hours sleep each night, and elim- 
inating the habitually excessive use of stimulants of all kinds.’’ 


We don’t think much of that ‘‘authority’s’’ so-called rem- 
edy. We don’t think we’re ill—and if we had enough energy 
to ‘‘go for a walk’’ we’d know we didn’t have spring faver. 
As to a ‘‘more sensible approach to the food-intake problem’’ 
—we don’t seem to just get that. We ‘‘approach’’ food three 
times a day regularly, have an excellent appetite—and the only 
problem about it is getting the food. There are not many nights 
we don’t get eight hours of sleep. But all this does not cure 
our spring fever. We haven’t been addicted to stimulants— 
but if a ‘‘stimulant’’ of some kind won’t do the trick we don’t
